Don t Forget Cats! 


Felines Are Nuisances, Too

Recently a story appeared in the Daily Star-Courier concerning dogs that are 
allowed to roam the city or bark continously. The* story was written because ut a 
number of phone calls from irate citizens who were bothered by these incidents. 
In response to the story, more phone calls have reached this office and while most of 
them lauded the story and some said we must have been referring to their ow n neigh­ 
b o rh o o d , one segment of callers asked why cats were not included. 
The reason cats were omitted is because previous complaints were about dogs only. 
However, calls are now being received concerning cat agitation. 
A widow called to say that some time ago her neighbors moved out of town and left 
behind two cats, which have now become w ild. The woman said she cannot put her 
garbage out until she sees the garbage truck coming down her alley, and she is forced 
to keep it in her house at all times 
She explained that she does not have a garage, only a carport, and that the minute 
she puts the garbage out, there are the poor cats, hunting food. She added that 
because of their wild nature, she is afraid to try to chase them aw ay. 
A call from a man informed this office that his neighborhood is “a haven for cats, 
since the entire neighborhood is filled with roaming cats—let out at night to walk on 
cars, and sit on fences and squall 
One man called to say “if you haven’t heard a “herd’ of cats run across the rooftop 
in the middle of the night, you haven’t heard any thing.” 
The biggest problem with controling cats is that they are far harder to catch than 
dogs and are generally not considered to be the nusiance that a loose dog is—unless 
you are the one who is being bothered. 
Cats do bite when cornered and a cat bite is considered extremely dangerous. Often 
people are less prone to have cats vaccinated than they are dogs, but any pet should 
be protected from disease, and neighbors should be protected from pets. 
It is unfortunate that when a family moves away, they just leave an animal behind 
to fend for himself. It seems it would be better to call the pound than to leave them, 
without any feelings

To inject a couple (rf personal incidents: once, my own child was walking to school 
when she was attacked by a huge dog That is a frightening experience-and if rabies 
shots are necessary—a terrible ordeal. 
Also, once a neighbor’s child attempted to separate a dog and cat involved in a ugh 
and site was scratched from head to foot by the angered cat. She underwent shots and 
the cat was kept in quarantine for some time. which meant a large vet bill for the cat 
owners 
I mention the above two incidents merely to emphasize that aside from being 
nusiances to the neighborhood, loose animals can frequently be a source of pain and 
trama to children. 
The city has announced that dog licenses are required yearly on the first of January 
and that they are now on sale at the Plano Health center at 1106 E. 16th and the City 
animal shelter at 4900 E. 14th. 
Apparently, we should begin to give some attention to cats as well.

Crime Increases 11% 


Serious crim e 
in 
the 
United States for the first 
nine months of 1975 rose ll 
percent over 
the sam e 
period a year ago. Attorney 
General Edward ll. 
Levi 
announced today. 
This increase compares 
with a 16 percent increase 
recorded in the first nine 
months of 1974 over a similar 
period in 1973. 
Levi said the current in­ 
crease in crime is not as 
large as in past periods, 
which is “ encouraging.” 
Serious crime for all 1974, for 
example, was 18 percent 
higher than in 1973 and, 
during the first six months of 
1975, rose 13 percent over the 
same period a year ago 
“But it must be remem­ 
bered,” Levi said, “ the 
figures show an increase, 


and the crime rate remains 
at an intolerable level ” 
Today’s 
figures 
were 
contained in 
the FB I's 
Uniform Crim e Reports 
released by FBI Directer 
Clarence M. Kelley. They 
are based on the crime 
experiences of city, county, 
and state law* enforcement 
agencies throughout the 
nation 
The violent crim es of 
m urder, 
forcible 
rape, 
robbery and aggravated 
assault 
increased 
eight 
percent in this nine-month 
period. Robbery rose ll 
percent, aggravated assault 
seven percent, murder three 
percent, and forcible rape 
two percent, according to 
Kelley. 
Larceny-theft 
had 
a 
reported increase of 13 


in that way—the remaining 
one-third, which they had to 
pay themselves, amounted 
to more than ever. 
The facts and figures

In Collin County’s regional 
area, based on their latest

By way of comparison, the 
average was $149 per capita 
in the United States as a 
whole. 
For specific individuals, 
the health bills ranged from 
well above average to well 
below. They varied from 
area to area and from family 


to family. 
Age makes a difference—a 
big difference—in a person s 
health care bill. During the

population had out-of-pocket 
expenses averaging $415 per 
capita as against $117 for the 
rest of the population. 
The overall average, $149. 
is broken down by HEW to 
$34 for physicians, $25 for 
dentists.

nursing care, eyeglasses and 
the like.

“When we get rich, we ll 
get a heated office,” a young 
female volunteer said. The 
others laughed 
H arris, a form er U.S. 
Senator from Oklahoma, is 
campaigning as a so-called 
populist or “peoples’ can­ 
didate’’ for the Democratic 
P arty 
nom ination 
for 
president. 
His platform 
appeals to young persons — 
especially those who say 
they 
are 
tired 
of 
big 
government, big business 
and big politicians. 
That Harris is operating 
on a low budget is evident in 
his Texas headquarters 
office — a 
tiny cubicle 
squeezed into a block of 
small businesses about two 
miles from the capitol. 
Posters of nature scenes and 
Harris campaign stickers 
adorned walls that enclosed 
four old desk. a brick book­ 
case and a dozen campaign 


workers. 
“ It s cheap,” said Anne 
McAfee. Travis County coor­ 
dinator for H arris’ 
cam ­ 
paign. “ F orty dollars a 
month and we don’t have to 
sta rt 
paym ents 
until 
January 
because 
we 
volunteered to paint 
the 
place.” 
The office 
opened 
in 
October and the workers 
immediately went to work — 
standing on busy downtown 
street corners, handing out 
literature and campaigning 
for their “ grass roots” 
candidate.

History Is Recalled

This 
week 
in 
history 
covers such things as the 
Army 
aiding 
in 
civil 
disasters, the British cap­ 
ture 
Georgia, 
“ free” 
Negroes enlist in the Con­ 
tinental 
Army 
and 
the 
Emancipation Proclamation 
goes into effect. 
On Dec. 27, 1935, the U.S. 
Army 
had 
an 
unusual 
mission. Five U.S. Army 
airplanes dropped bombs on 
Mauna 
Loa 
volcano 
in 
Hawaii to halt a lava flow 
threatening the city of Hilo. 
The bombs diverted the flow 
and saved the city. 
On Dec. 28,1780, a group of 
South 
Carolinians, 
who 
professed loyalty to the 
British Crown and supported 
General 
Cornwallis, 
were 
attacked by a group of 
Continental Cavalry and 
Mounted Militia at Ham­ 
mond’s store near Newbury, 
S C. The Loyalists were 
soundly defeated and further 
activity was discouraged. 
Dec 29, 1778, was a dark 
day for the Americans. 
British troops led by Colonel 
Campbell 
invaded 
Savan­ 
nah, Ga., and overwhelmed 
the Patriots. The British 
moved on to Augusta and 
gained 
control 
of 
all 
Georgia. 
On Dec. 30, 1775, General 
George Washington issued 


an 
order 
from 
his 
headquarters in Cambridge 
advising his recruiting of­ 
ficers to consider “ free 
Negroes 
desirous 
of 
enlisting.” Black Americans 
have taken part in all of this 
country’s wars, and as 
General Thomas wrote to 
John Adams in 1776—“ Have 
proved themselves brave.” 
Dec. 31, 1880, is the bir­ 
thday of George Catlett 
Marshall. He was the first 
professional soldier in the 
United States history to 
become Secretary of State. 
He was Chief of Staff of the 
U.S. Army during World 
War II and after the 
war 
served as Secretary of 
Defense. In 1953, he was 
awarded the Nobel Peace 


Prize for the Marshall Plan 
which helped rebuild war 
tom Europe. 
Jan. I, 1863—To begin this 
new year the Emancipation 
Proclamation 
went 
into 
effect. It had actually been 
issued by President Lincoln 
on Sept. 22, 1862, but New 
Year’s Day 1863 was set as 
the date it would become 
national policy. 
The Proclamation freed 
the slaves in the area then 
held by the confederacy. It 
had great 
influence 
in 
creating sympathy for the 
Union 
cause 
since 
the 
abolition of slavery was one 
of the Union’s war aims. It 
also led to Lincoln being 
known 
as 
“ The 
Great 
Emancipator.”

close up the loopholes and 
abolish the inequities en­ 
joyed by the wealthy. 
But he is plagued by a 
shortage of funds. 
“ We’re 
short,” 
Mrs. 
McAfee said. “ But actually, 
we’ve been doing better than 
I would have thought at this 
point. We get contributions 
just when we’re getting 
ready to go into the red and ^ 
right now we’re in the 
black.” 
By relying on unpaid 
volunteers — “ Bentsen has 
to hire most of his workers” 
— Harris has trimmed his 
expenses considerably, said 
Mrs.

“Up until now our officers 
have never had the op­ 
portunity to practice, let 
alone 
qualify,” 
Kinsey 
points 
out.

Our officers are well 
trained when they come in, 
but previously, Plano had no 
in-service training at all. 
This is som ething w e’ll 
continue to push for. 
“The men conscientiously 
work on the job and out on 
the street,” stresses Kinsey, 
who was a law enforcement 
consultant with a national 
firm for six years before 
coming to Plano. “ Of all the 
places I ve seen, these men 
really apply themselves and 
work at their jobs. We're just 
now 
going 
into 
m ajor 
changes and there is still a 
lot to be done but the guys 
have been great." 
Extra Shift 
Recently, Kinsey initiated 
a D Shift to work during peak 
times. After accumulating 
statistical data the depart­ 
ment determined that more 
men are needed on the street 
during the hours of 6 p.m. to 
2 a m. than at any other 
time, so now nine or IO 
vehicles rather 
than 
the 
normal five or six are used 
during that period. 
Next the chief would like to 
use the city’s computer to 
determ ine where P lano’s 
problem areas are located. 
He says the department has 
already 
m ade 
some 
assum ptions 
of 
where 
trouble is most likely to 
occur, 
but 
additional 
statistical background is 
necessary to back up these 
assumptions. 
Hopefully the computer 
can also be used to re­ 
evaluate the c ity ’s four 
districts. Kinsey realizes 
that two of the districts have 
almost twice the workload of 
the others, but it is a large 
task to manually realign the 
districts. 
Patrols R eorganized 
Plano's 
patrol 
schedule 
was one of the first areas to 
undergo drastic revision 
after 
K insey’s 
arrival. 
Although he had never 
before headed a 
police 
departm ent, 
he 
knew 
through his experience in 
e v a l u a t i n g 
o t h e r 
organizations that officers 
need 
tim e 
to 
become 
acquainted with the people 
and problems of their patrol 
area. 
Accordingly, an officer is 
now' assigned to a single 
district 
for 
a 
protracted 


period, rather than working 
in a different area of the city 
each day. The men still 
change the time of their 
patrol each month, but the 
new system insures that 
each officer knows the 
normal activities which will 
occur during his time on 
duty. 
Innovations planned for 
the next year include the use 
of new radio equipment, 
including walkie-talkies for 
each car, an experiment 
with smaller 
vehicles to 
determine if mid-size cars 
with smaller engines can 
give the same results as 
present vehicles with more 
economy, and the stan ­ 
dardization of weapons and 
ammunition. 


Ammo Control 
“Our goal will he to insure 
that each officer can pick up 
another man’s weapon and 
be fully qualified,” Kinsey 
explains. “We will also be 
able to control the am­ 
munition so that the weapon 
is of least danger to innocent 
persons. This does not rule 
out hollow points if we find 
they present less danger to 
other people. 
“ This next year, 
I ’m 
looking for a turn around in 
the crim e p icture,” 
he 
predicts. “ Month to month 
our statistics look pretty 
good, but they don’t always 
com pare well 
with 
the 
previous year. Of course, it 
is difficult to say how those 
records were kept a year 
ago, so the comparisons are 
not so bad. 
“I’d like to reduce the 
num ber of crim es from 
month to month, despite the 
growth of the city,” Kinsey 
reveals. 
“Then we could 
really say crime is down. 
One plus is that most of our 
crimes are largely property 
problems, thank goodness. 
We don’t have many violent 
crimes but we are going to 
do our best to start showing a 
reduction in all areas.” 
Kinsey is confident that 
the department can reduce 
crime 
and 
become 
even 
more effective in the future. 
“ I, wouldn't even be here if 
I didn t feel I had the support 
of the administration and 
cU*y council,” concludes 
Kinsey, who is beginning his 
30th 
year 
in 
law 
en­ 
forcement. ’ Their support, 
such as the $10,000 allocation 
for 
training, 
m akes 
it 
possible for us to do good 
things. As long as we have 
that support, this outfit will 
continue to grow and im 
prove."

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New York Defense Concerns Lee

Even before the British 
evacuation of Boston in 
M arch, 
1776, 
General 
W ashington 
had 
sent 
G eneral C harles Lee to 
prepare defenses of the 
strategically located New 
York City. The American 
c o m m a n d e r 
g u e sse d 
correctly that the British 
would strike there next. 
After he had studied the 
islands and waterways about 
New York, Lee wrote that he 
did not think the city could 
be defended indefinitely. He 
did feel, however, that the 
Continental Army would be 
able to hold off the enemy for 
a time without undue risk. 
Washington considered the 
importance of New York so 
great that he ordered that it 
be defended as best possible. 
“For should they get that 
town, and the command of 
the North (Hudson) River,” 
he wrote, “they can stop the 
intercourse between thp 
northern 
and 
southern 
colonies, 
upon 
which 
depends 
the 
safety 
of 
America.” 
Defenses Erected 
Lee and other P atriot 
generals set about erecting 
defenses to hold the city as 
long as possible. Cannons 
were placed on both sides of 


the Hudson River, forts were 
erected 
on 
M anhattan 
Island, and artillery was set 
upon Brooklyn Heights (on 
western Long Island). It was 
hoped 
that 
British ships 
would not be able to go up the 
Hudson and that the bat­ 
teries 
in 
Brooklyn 
overlooking New York would 
prevent an approach to 
Manhattan by way of the 
East River. 
When he arrived in New 
York 
(having 
hurried 
overland to Norwich, Conn., 
and then by boat along Long 
Island 
Sound), 
G eneral 
Washington wasted no time 
on ceremony. Assessing the 
situation 
quickly, 
he 
proceeded to strengthen the 
forts and other m ilitary 
defenses laid out by General 
Lee. 
Position Strengthened 
The 
commander-in-chief 
evidently thought that the 
Americans could hold their 
position 
on 
Brooklyn 
Heights, because he ordered 
th e 
e n t r e n c h m e n t s 
strengthened 
and 
the 
colonial lines on Long Island 
extended. 
About 
9,000 
colonial 
soldiers 
were 
positioned there while the 
remainder of Washington's 
forces 
were 
left 
on 
Manhattan or along the New 
Jersey shore. 
On July 2, 1776—the very 
day that the Continental 
Congress voted 
for 
in­ 


dependence—General 
Sir 
William Howe landed his 
advance 
troops 
on 
un­ 
defended Staten 
Island, 
across New York harbor, 
south of Manhattan. Soon a 
strong fleet of warships and 
transports under Admiral 
Richard Howe brought in the 
bulk of the enemy army. 
Superior Forces 
As more British forces 
gathered, G eneral Howe 
waited until he was sure that 
he 
had 
unquestionable 
superiority before he at­ 
tacked the Americans. By 
the time he was ready for 
action, Howe had over 40,000 
men, tw ice the num ber 
Washington 
commanded, 
and the largest 
invasion 
force of the w ar. In addition, 
British naval forces would 
enable them to establish 
com plete control of the 
waters around New York. 
W ashington surely had 
misgivings as he saw the 
huge enemy force assemble. 
It soon became clear that the 
American position on Long 
Island was insecure. The 
British might force their 
way up the East River and 
Washington would be cut off 
from Manhattan Island or 
the mainland. 
Second-Guessing 
In retrospect it seems that 
if Howe had acted quickly he 
might have captured all of 
the colonial forces on Long 
Island including the com­ 
mander-in-chief. This could 
well have meant the end of 
the war. 
As events developed the 
battle of Long Island proved 
disastrous 
for 
the 
A m ericans. 
When 
Howe 
began the attack he landed 
about 20,000 troops on the 
island in late August; he 
planned and executed a 
flanking movement to en­ 
circle the colonial forces on 
Brooklyn Heights. 
It has been 
a serious 
mistake for the Americans 
to occupy Brooklyn at all; 
and it had been foolhardy for 
them to extend themselves 
so far on Long Island. 
Flank Attack 
As 
the 
battle 
began, 
British forces engaged Hie 
American right side com­ 
manded by General William 
Alexander 
(called 
Lord 
Stirling). At first this was 
intended to divert attention 
from 
Howe’s 
flanking 
movement, 
but 
then the 
redcoats attacked in ear­ 
nest. 
Faced with far superior 
forces, Stirling “fought like 
a wolf .” It was a futile effort, 
however, and before the day 
was over he had surrendered 
his 
sword. 
W atching 
S tirling’s 
brave 
fight 
through a glass, Washington 


exclaim ed, “ Good God! 
What brave fellows I must 
this day lose!” 
Hessians under General de 
Heister attacked the center 
of 
the 
colonial 
outer 
positions near Flatbush. 
Here 
fierce 
fighting 
developed as the Americans 
sought shelter in trees to 
fight 
Indian 
fashion. 
Although 
they 
fought 
valiantly, 
even 
using 
muskets and rifles as clubs, 
they were no match for the 
Hessian bayonets. 
Americans Butchered 
One 
G erm an 
officer, 
Colonel 
von 
H erringen, 
wrote, “The greater part of 
the riflemen were pierced by 
the bayonet to the trees. 
These dreadful people ought 
rather to be pitied than 
feared; they always require 
a quarter of an hour’s time to 
load a rifle, and in the 
meantime they feel the ef­ 
fects of our balls and 
bayonets.’’ 
Groups 
of 
Americans, unable to defend 
themselves, laid down their 
w eapons; 
m any 
were 
slaughtered in cold blood. 
M e a n w h i l e 
H o w e ’s 
flanking movement around 
the American left, led by 
General Sir Henry Clinton, 
sent 
the 
panic-stricken 
colonials who escaped the 
Hessians scrambling as fast 
as they could to the Brooklyn 
entrenchm ents. 
G eneral 
John Sullivan, trying to 
control the American rout, 
was taken prisoner by the 
British in a cornfield. 
No Follow Through 
With the colonials defeated 
on all sides, Howe might 
have immediately attacked 
and carried the fortifications 
on Brooklyn Heights. Many 
of his officers wanted to push 
forward at once, but the

refused to risk a fi antal 
assault. Instead he planned 
to build entrenchments and 
to advance on the American 
position by siege tactics. 
Washington saw there was 
no time to lose. With British 
e n t r e nc hm en t s 
getting 
closer and the danger that 
B ritish 
w arships 
m ight 
move up the East River to 
isolate the American forces, 
the 
com m ander-in-chief 
knew that must withdraw his 
army from Long Island 
hastily or lose it. 
Army Withdrawn 
Gathering scores of craft 
of every description he 
planned to move his men to 
Manhattan Island under 
cover of darkness, Aug. 29, 
1776. Quietly and swiftly, 
undetected by the British, 
seamen from the regiments 
of Colonels John Glover and 
Israel 
Hutchinson 
of 
Massachusetts ferried the 
army across the East River. 
Struggling 
feverishly 
against a strong tide and 
contrary winds, the men 
somehow' 
m anaged 
to 
transport about 9,000 troops 
across the mile-wide river 
by dawn. 
Near 
daybreak 
the 
covering forces that 
had 
been 
left 
on 
Brooklyn 
Heights were withdrawn and 
brought over to Manhattan. 
Washington himself was in 
one of the last boats to leave. 
The surprise had been so 
complete that the British 
captured 
only 
a 
few 
stragglers on the beach in 
the morning. 
Costly Battle 
It has 
been a costly ex­ 
perience for the Americans, 
who suffered 1500 casualties 


in the battle of Long Island. 
Fortunately, the British had 
not 
pursued 
their 
ad­ 
vantages, and Washington 
had been able to accomplish 
a remarkable withdrawal 
By occupying Brooklyn, 
however, G eneral Howe 
made New York untenable 
and the Continental Army 
would soon have to retreat 


again. 
While American spirit was 
shaken by the Battle ot I^ong 
Island, attacks on the British 
in the press continued. “Fair 
battle” in the Pennsylvania 
Evening Post Sept. 7, 1776, 
berated General Howe and 
praised American efforts; 
“The courage of these men 
(Americans) 
baffled your 


hopes who after laying great 
numbers of their enemies 
dead, that opposed their 
re treat, m ore than two- 
thirds reached their own 
lives in safety; therefore, we 
think you have no cause to 
exult.” 
A m ericans 
m ay 
have 
taken some com fort in 
harangues like this.

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License Plates Mark New Era 


An era is coming to an end. 
Texas motorists soon will 
begin receiving their new 
auto 
registration 
ap­ 
plications in the mail. 
But in 1976, instead of new 
metal license plates, Texas 
vehicles will sport small 
strips of reflective material. 
The bicentennial red, white 
and blue validation stickers 
are to be affixed to the area 
outlined by an embossed 
rectangle in the upper left 
hand comer of the five-year 
plates issued a year ago. 
So, for the first time since 
World War II, Texans will 
use license plates issued in 
an earlier year. And plans 
call for annual reissue of the 
same plate numbers for the 
foreseeable 
future 
for 
periods of at least five years 
at a time. 
The Lone Star State issued 
plates for the first time in 
1917, according to H W 
(Bob) Townsley, director of 
the 
Motor 
Vehicle 
Registration Division of the 
State Department of High-

motorists registered their 
vehicles in the county of 
residence,” Townsley said. 
The county tax assessor- 
collector issued a plate 
number and the owner of the 
vehicle got 
appropriate 
materials from a convenient 
hardware store and made 
his own plate or plates. 
The 
first 
state-issued 
plates were round, and were 
colored white on red. 
Later, size and style of 
plates varied somewhat, but 
assumed a shape basically 
sim ilar to the fam iliar 
rectangular plates issued 
today. It was necessary a 
few years ago to initiate a 
three-letter, three-figure 
numbering system to ac­ 
commodate the increasing 
number of motor vehicles 
registered each year. 
The letters and numbers 
were separated by an em­ 
bossed five-point star from 
1923-45 and from 1957 to the 
present. All that will change 
this year, too 
The 64th 
Legislature decreed that the 
star should be replaced by a 
silhouette of the State of 
Texas on all future license 
plates. The state silhouette 
will appear on the plates 
only after existing supplies 
are exhausted. Townsley 
said. 
To cut the cost of plates, 
manufactured by the Texas 
Department of Corrections 
at Huntsville, it also was 
determ ined 
that 
plates 
should be used for five years 
instead of being reissued 
annually 
Principal change in the 
1975 plates was the addition 
of embossed rectangles in 


the upper left and right 
corners, and a galvanized 
back to assure longer life for 
the metal. 
Beginning in 1978, Texas 
will go to a “year-round” 
registration system . The 
validation sticker will in­ 


dicate the month of issue for 
each car, with the month to 
be 
determ ined 
by 
the 
department. 
Vehicle registration will 
occur during every month of 
the year, similar to the 
present 
procedures 
for 


vehicle safety inspection. 
The month-of-issue sticker 
will remain the same for the 
life of the vehicle and will be 
affixed in the upper left-hand 
corner of the license plate. A 
definite advantage will be 
the elimination of long lines 


of m otorists waiting to 
register their vehicles once 
each year, as only part of the 
registrations will be issued 
each month. 
When the new monthly 
registration system becomes 
effective, cost of registration 


will be determined by the 
month of issue for the first 
year, and a motorist will pay 
for length of the registration

The Start Of A Full Existence

We are now ready to 
consider the consummating 
phase of regeneration—that 
act 
in 
which 
the 
one 
spiritually begotten enters 
upon a full and distinct 
personal existance as a new 
creature in Christ Jesus (II 
Cor. 5:17; Eph.2:10; 4:20-24; 
Col. 3:9-10). 
This consummating phase 
of regeneration is designated 
by our Lord “a birth.” A 
birth is not the beginning of a 
new life; it is, rather, the 
entering of a life already 


Resolutions 


begun upon a full and 
distinct personal existance 
as a new creature. 
Birth is transitional; by 
m eans of it, the living 
creature previously begotten 
is delivered out of one state 
into another. This new birth, 
then, is the consummating 
phase of the bringing into 
existence 
of 
the 
new 
spiritual 
creature, 
and 
because it 
is 
the con­ 
summating phase of the 
process, it is frequently 
designated “regeneration.” 
Jesus tells us expressly 
that this new birth is a birth 
“of water and the Spirit.” 


The logic is plain and simple. 
By a birth of emergence 
(delivery) from some visible 
substance, it is given the 
character of an external 
testim ony of the gospel 
(death, 
burial, 
and 
resurrection of Jesus Christ, 
I Cor. 15:1-4) to the un­ 
converted. 
Also, water has always 
been a symbol of purification 
and an em blem of the 
S pirit’s 
life-giving 
and 
purifying powers. (John 
7:37-39). Christian baptism 
is the only part of the process 
of becoming a 
Christian 
where a person comes in

‘Tis the season — for lists: 
of resolutions of things to 
come and assessments of 
that 
which 
has 
more 
recently passed. 
The question begs to be 
asked: what in the life of the 
churches, synagogues, and 
temples transpired in the 
past 
year 
of 
prim e 
significance? What are the 
likely contours 
for 
the 
future? 
Perhaps the most im ­ 
portant but least dramatic 
“story” in the world of 
religion 
was 
the 
joint 
Christian-Jewish response to 
the on going world hunger 
crisis. 
Its importance lies in the 
fact that it engaged not just 
theologians 
and 
church 
bureaucrats, but the laity — 
across what has been the 
increasingly rigid lines of 
“evangelicals” and “social 
activists” . 
N e a r l y 
e v e r y 
denomination set up special 
hunger funds to help meet 
the global crisis ahd millions 
of dollars poured into these 
funds from the grass roots, 
indicating a religious con­ 
sensus on a issue that has 
been rare in recent church 
life. 
Nor was that consensus 
limited to the giving of 
money. 
As 
theologians 
and 
Biblical scholars began to 
plumb the Scriptures for new 
ways of selfunderstanding in 
the face of the hunger crisis 
— Dr. Bruce Birch’s article 
on “Hunger, Poverty and 
Biblical Religion” in the 
Christian Century may be 
the most significant publica­ 
tion in religion of the year — 
so too did the laity. 
Church 
groups 
began 
examining their individual 
life styles, changing their 
eating 
and 
consuming 
habits, and also took a more 
active role in the political 
realm, effectively lobbying 
for more U.S. food aid and 
some drastic changes in 
A m erica’s 
foreign 
aid 
policy. 
It is not the 
kind of 
response 
that 
m akes 
headlines but if it continues 
to grow and take shape and 
form over the next year, it 
could have a profound affect 
on both the life of the church 
and the nation. 


There were also headlines 
in the world of religion in 
1975 — many of them which 
make up the list of that 
which could be resolved in 
1976. 
Most of those headlines 
had 
to 
do 
with 
in­ 
terdenominational 
scrap­ 
ping: 


— The Episcopals saw two 
unprecedented 
ecclesiast­ 
ical trials as well as another 
unauthorized. 
irreg u lar 
ordination service growing 
out of the question 
of 
ordination of women. That 
issue should be resolved, 
probably 
with 
the 
ac­ 
ceptance of women priests, 
when the church meets in 
General Convention in Min­ 
neapolis in September. At 
the same time, however, the 
Episcopals could be facing 
an even more serious threat 
to internal harmony over the 
issue 
of 
the 
C hurch’s 
revision of their prayer 
book. 


— 
L utheran 
Church- 
M issouri Synod president 
J.A.O. 
Preus 
gave 
moderates in the denomi­ 
nation a small Christmas 
present by at least tem­ 
porarily backing off from a 
confrontation 
with 
the 
dissident 
m oderates 
by 
letting a deadline pass 
without vacating the office of 
a 
m oderate 
district 
president. Had Preus acted 
it would have surely set off 
another revolt among the 
moderates and perhaps led 
to schism in the church — a 
schism some believe already 
exists. The pressures for 


some kind of resolution of 
Missouri’s internal crisis are 
growing and 1976 could be 
the year they are resolved. 
Meanwhile, the United 
M ethodist Church, which 
meets in General Conference 
in April in Portland, Ore., is 
still embroiled over issues 
relating to homosexuality 
and the Southern Baptist 
Convention, the nation’s 
l a r g e s t 
P r o t e s t a n t 
denomination, will probably 
be confronted with the 
question of what to do about 
charismatic 
congregations 
that practice faith healing 
and speaking in tongues 
when it meets in Roanoke, 
Va., in June. 
The lists, of course, will all 
have to be revised a year 
from now.

such a way as to be delivered 
out of it. 
This is in perfect harmony 
with the Great Commission 
(Matt. 28:18-20). When one is 
baptized, he is baptized out 
of a state of alienation from 
God into a state in which he 
yields 
to 
the 
nam e 
(authority) 
of the entire 
Godhead 
(Col. 
1:12-13). 
Baptism translates that one 
who has been spiritually 
begotten, into a full and 
distinct personal existence 
as a new creature in Jesus 
Christ (Gal. 3:27) and hence 
a member of the Body of 
Christ. 
The 
Divine 
prom ise 
connected with baptism is 
remission of sins (Acts 2:38). 
Hence, the reception of the 
Spirit through faith into the 
honest and good heart, by 
this process of begetting and 
birth, resulting in the cutting 
off of the old body of sin, is 
known 
in 
Scripture 
as 
spiritual circumcision (Col. 
1:10-15). Baptism is the 
transfer of the life already 
begotten into a new and 
independent existence as a 
child of God; hence, without 
this birth of water spiritual 
abortion, so to speak, has 
been practiced. 
Birth of water is a delivery 
from water. In birth the 
smaller is always bom of the 
larger. It is as being born 
from the dead (Romans 6:1- 
6). Here the efficacy of the 
blood of Christ is applied to 
the human soul. Baptism is 
the 
ordinance 
Divinely 
appointed wherein God, 
through Christ, meets the 
penitent believer with the 
pardon of his sins, this 
pardon taking place, not in 
the obedient believer him-

as regeneration, and bap­ 
tism

Scripturally 
designated “the washing of 
regeneration” (Titus 3:5). If 
this water is figurative then 
so is the Spiritual birth. If 
the Spiritual birth is real 
then so must the water birth 
be real. 
To sum up: this entire 
process of regeneration is 
ascribed in Scripture (I) to 
God, as the author; (2) to the 
Spirit, as the Agent) (3) to 
the Word, as the means; (4) 
to a preacher, as the in­ 
strument; and (5) to the 
w ater 
as 
the 
elem ent. 
(Check this against Acts 
8:26-40). And the whole is 
said to be a birth of the 
Spirit, because the Spirit is 
the realizing Agent of the 
Godhead in effecting it. 
Conclusion 
To sum up this “ New 
Birth” : The seed is Hie living 
Word of God (Luke 8:11); 
place of planting is the Heart 
or will (Luke 8:15); Signs of 
life are repentance and 
confession (Luke 3:8-15; 
19:8-9); change of s ta te - 
baptized 
in 
w a te r- 
translated into the kingdom 
of God (Rom ans 6:1-6); 
breath of life comes from the 
Holy Spirit (Romans 8:11), 
circumcision is by the Holy 
Spirit (Rom ans 2:28-29); 
nourishment is from the 
word (written) of God (I Pet. 
2:2; Heb. 5:13-14; I Cor. 3:1- 
2); joint heir with Christ 
(Gal. 4 5-7). 
Either the way of the Lord 
is so plain that the wayfaring 
man, though a fool, need not 
err therein, or it is not. I 
know what is revealed in 
God’s Word and shall I sin 
the sin of presumption by 
condoning the lack of any of 
it? 
I 
know 
that 
human 
authority 
teaches 
that 
something else will do Your 
decision, dear reader, must 
be your own, and before the 
judgment bar of Christ you 
m ust give account, but 
certain it is that genuine 
Christian unity cannot be 
realized by omitting this as 
well as other teachings of 
Messiah.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
The questions surrounding 
bacon and its alleged cancer- 
causing potential are far 
from settled, but at least one 
bacon substitute is being 
market tested. 
Ray Kennedy, the Sioux 
City, Iowa, packer who in­ 
vented it, says his product is 
like bacon but without the 
controversial sodium nitrite 
preservative. He is currently 
selling it only in Iowa but 
hopes to put it into nation­ 
wide distribution. He said he 
is discussing the possibility 
with some chain stores. 
Kennedy 
calls 
it 
“Homaganized Bakon.” He 
says it is made by grinding 
up pork bellies, the source of 
bacon, cooking the meat and 
reshaping it into strips, links 
and patties. Because it is 
already cooked there is no 
need for sodium nitrite, he 
says. 
Precooking 
also 
removes most of the fat. 
Kennedy says the product is 
75 per cent meat, doesn’t 
shrink much in the pan and 
costs about the same as 
ordinary bacon. 
Promoters also claim it 
tastes just like regular 
bacon.

Institute says it hasn’t really 
looked at Kennedy’s product

food purveyors, already sell 
nitrite-free bacon. To avoid 
spoilage, it must be used 
quicker than bacon treated 
with nitrite.

sumers say it lacks the 
characteristic smoky flavor 
that sodium nitrite gives. 
Jacobson calls the USDA's 
action a “stall” which has 
sidestepped the issue of 
finding chemicals to sub­ 
stitute for sodium nitrite.
